Annual school' elections for the purpose of choosing 
members of the boards of education at Antioch Township High 
school and Antioch Consolidated Grade school will take piece 
on Saturday, April 11. . 

. In each Instance, three members at the board of educa- 
tion will be chosen. At the high school, reason for election of 
three members is that the board will henceforth consist of. seven 
members instead of five as in the past At the grade school 
two terms have expired and a vacancy is to be filled. 

The importance of these elections can not be over-empha- 
sized. Operation of our schools is perhaps the most important 
single function of government, and from a monetary standpoint 
is the most' expensive. In addition, our representatives, 
charged with operation of the educational system, have In their 
hands, the job of moulding our youth into citizens of the future, 

A recent release by the Lake County Civic League had 
this to say about school elections: 

"Before long some mighty significant elections are corn- 
tag up la Lake county. No, we don't mean the municipal or 
township election, although they too are extremely Important. 

"The elections we have In mind are not dramatic, nor ts 
the office glamorous, but in terms of the amounts of money 
spent and the far- reaching implication of the task, the election 
of school board members h vital. 

"Last year the Reporter pointed out that $7,789,223 or 
65 per cent of all property tax money collected in Lake county 
goes to schools. This fact alone should pinpoint an overwhelm- 
ing attention on choosing (he school boards, 

"On the second Saturday in April, (the 11th), elections 
will be held, for all districts except Waukegan and Lake For- 
'est. At least two members of all other boards are up for elec- 
tion. Petitions most be filed twenty-one days in advance of 
the elections. Usually there Is only one person standing for 
each vacancy and this lack of contest has allowed an unhealthy 
apathy to pervade these elections. 

""While we don't want to see these' school elections be- 
come free-for-all politics, some choice and a discussion of school 
policy should accompany the balloting. 

"You wouldn't let n quack doctor treat your child, nor 
would you allow a spendthrift to manage your affairs. Take 
i the same concern over the development of Junior's mind and 
with the spending of two-thirds of your taxes.'.' 

Believing that the Informed voter is the intelligent voter, 
we have,^ with the assistance of Louis Biel t secretary of the 
board of education, Antioch Township High school, compiled 
the following Information concerning the six candidates for 
three high school board positions: 

Walter Hills, incumbent, has been a member of the 
board for fifteen years, and has acted as president in the past.

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"Stockpiling Bureaucrats" 
It has been announced that the President will not 
ask Congress tor stand-by authority to relmpose price 
controls In the event a national emergency should 
occur after the present law expires. He believes that 
if such an emergency arises, Congress can quickly 
pass new laws to deal with it However, a number 
of Congressmen still are urging that' a stand-by bill 
be passed. 

Senator Bush ot* Connecticut offered an interest- 
ing Judgment on this when he characterized the stand- 
by lew as a plan for "stockpiling bureaucrats." It is 
obvious that if the stand-by law were to have any 
' meaning at all, some sort of an organization for putting 
it into effect and enforcing it would have to be main- 
tained — and our huge public payroll would be that 
much larger. 

Going beyond this phase of the matter, it is diffi- 
cult to see how the stand-by plan can be justified. In 
these days of fast transportation and instant communi- 
cation, Congress could assemble and vote' new laws 
with little delay even if an emergency should appear 
when it was not tn session. And it is one of the tru- 
isms of political life that when a law giving govern- 
ment great powers is In existence, even though dor- 
mant, many people itch to use it. 

Price control has been a costly experiment for 
the producers, retailors, and consumers it was sup- 
posed to help. It is repugnant to every concept of 
"economic, social and individual freedom. Its burial 
should be complete.

No Fovors Wanted 

Railroad management, according to late reports, 
looks to the immediate future with some optimism. 
That optimism, to quote the Chicago Daily News, 
is in large part based on the hope "that present trans- 
portation laws — designed when the railroads had a 
virtual transportation monopoly— will be revised and 
brought up to date in 1953. 

"What the industry seeks is equality of regulation 
and competition for all forms of transport and a policy 
■that makes users of government- provided facilities 
pay their fair share for the use of such facilities." 

The railroads ask no favors of any kind. They 
aren't trying to escape regulation or competition. All 
they want is a kind of regulation that is in tune with 
the conditions ot the present — and competition in 
which each competitor stands on his own feet and 
pays his own way.

A significant sidelight on present-day corporation 
financing accompanied the announcement that Secre- 
tary of Defense Wilson would sell his General Motors 
ttock— almost 40,000 shares, with a market value of 
52,700.000, 

Some feared that the disposal ot so large a block 
might cause abnormal market disruptions. But this 
fear was at once shown to be groundless. The Sec- 
retary's stock-holdings amounted to less than one- 
twentieth of one per cent of GM common stock out- 
standing. Some 2,500,000 shares ot the stock were 
bought and sold on the exchange last year. It wai 
obvious that Mr. Wilson's holdings could be handled 
in a routine fashion. 

The day when one man or a small group of men 
could dominate representative "big business" through 
their ownership of securities Is as much history as the 
horse and buggy. Once the number of people who 
owned stocks could be numbered in the thousands. 
Today the figure runs far into the millions, Once 
most shareowners were men of wealth and large of- 
fairs. Today most of them are people with average 
jobs and incomes. As the total of individual share- 
holders has increased, the average number of shares 
owned by each has diminished. 

Share ownership, in other words, is now some- 
thing for the many, not for just the few.

The pungent odor of burning 
grass, rubbish and brush drifts 
through nearly every suburban 
community In the country during 
spring . months, But, according to 
the institute for Safer Living of the 
American Mutual Liability Insur- 
ance Company, more than 700,000 
of these fires get beyond control, 
endangering lives and destroying 
property running Into millions of 
dollars annually. 

Moreover,, they air but drive the 
local fire departments crazy, and 
cost town governments thousands 
of dollars In unnecessary fire pro- 
tection costs. These costs come di- 
rectly out of taxpayers pockets.' As 
an example, one typical New Eng- 
land suburban city of 38,000 popu- 
lation reports that fighting uocpn • 
trolled grass fires coat the city

The Institute says that burning 



over grass and brush areas may be 
beneficial spring 'clean-up of your 
property, but urges that you know 
how to do the job properly and 
safely before you start. The fol- 
lowing pointers will help you to 
remain on friendly terms with your 
neighbors. -as .well as the fire de- 
partment and may save you the 
cost of a fine or a lawsuit. 

Collect the proper tools for ef- 
fective grass fire control. These 
Include a heavy shovel, wet brooms 
and a portable pump tank extin- 
guisher if possible. 

Lay out lengths of garden hose 
equipped with a nozzle and con- 
nected to a good water supply if 
the area to be burned is near build- 
ings. Transport barrets or tanks of 
water to areas where water lines 
are not available. 

' Be ~ sure thai sufficient help is 
standing- by to lend ■ assistance If 
needed. Stay In attendance until 
all , fire . ' is • extinguished. . Never 
.allow' children/ near the burning 
ires; they may get burned. 
1 Make sure thai you observe local 



fire ordinances governing this type 
of burning. In suburban areas it is 
best to notify the fire department 
of your intention and the time you 
plan to burn. You may find this 
a' legal requirement. 

Always choose a day when there 
is no breeze, but be prepared for 
one to spring up any time. 

Keep in mind that wind and 
weather, conditions, as well as con- 
ditions of grass or brush makes this 
type of burning tricky and unpre- 
dictable. The job should be tackled 
seriously and with full observance 
of all safety rules.
